FORGE USE OF PURE 
WATER ON BOATS 


Health Commissioner Starkloff, 


lacking authority to compel steam- 
boat companies to provide their 
with pure water, Saturday 
called the attention of United States 
District Attorney Houts to the dan- 
gers that lurk in polluted water aud 
asked his co-operation in protecting 
the public fram disease. It is ex- 
pected Houts will take steps to com- 
pel excursions steamers to provy'de 
pure water dur'tng the season that 
opened Saturday. 

The danger is greatest on the ex- 
cursion boats because of the great 
number of passengers that they carry. 
Letters have been sent by the Health 
Department to all boat companies 
urging them to use certified water on 
their boats. 

Last year an examination was made 
of samples of water taken from th2 
filters on the Bald Eagle, Belle of the 
Bends, Spread Eagle, Golden Rod and 
Cape Girardeau, and it was found the 


water was highly contaminated with 


disease-producing agents.

MAN; ONE HITS HM 


George Greiten, Sal Saloon Jub 
_Mysteriously Wounded When 
on His Way to Work. 


George Greiten, 47 years old, of 3359 
Oxford street, Maplewood, was attacked 
by three men at the Missouri Pacific 
Railway station at Greenwood boulevard 
and Commonwealth avenue, Maplewood, 
at 4 a, m. Saturday. Five shots were 
fired at him. He was struck in the right 
breast by one of the builets and suf- 
fered a serious wound. One of his as- 
sailants dropped his revolver in his 
flight and two of them nthe their 
hats. 

The attack on Greiten is the second 
of its kind in two days in St. Louis sub- 
urbs. J. H. Crompton, secrétary of the 
Weidlich Jewelry Co., 610 Locust street, 
was shot by a highwayman near his 
home, 449 Newport avenue, Webster 
Groves, at ll p. m. Thursday. 

Greiten is proprietor of a saloon at 
Twenty-first and Eugenia streets. He 
left home before 4 a. m. and was walk- 
ing west on Commonwealth avenue, 
toward Greenwood boulevard, where he 
was to take a Manchester car, 

Hears Command to Shoot. 

As he approached the Missouri Pacific 
Station he noticed three men on the op- 
posite side of the street. They crosse:l 
to the rear of the station. Just as he 
reached the station he heard one of 
them say: “There he is. Give it toa 
him.’”’ 

As he turned around they began firing 
at him. All but one of the bullets 
whizzed past him. He staggered when 
one of the bullets struck him. The men 
ran, 

Greiten was able to reach the home 
of Walter Jones at Flora and Arbor ave- 
nues. He awakened Jones, who took 
him into the house and called a doctor, 
who had the wounded man taken to the 
city hospital. 

Marshal Michael Ruck, investigating 
the shooting, found that the plate-glass 
window of J. J. Hewitt’s grocery at 7433 
Commonwealth avenue had been broken 
and the store robbed. He concluded the 
men were disturbed when robbing the 
grocery by someone supposed to be the 
Marshal and that they mistook Greiten 
for the Marshal and shot at him, 

Like Crompton’s Assailants. 

Greiten’s description of the men agrees 
Crompton of the 
two men who attacked him. 

Greiten is married and has four chil- 
dren. He says he has had no trouble 
and cannot account for the attack, ex- 
cept on the hypothesis suggested by 
Marshal Ruck. 

Hewitt is unable to say how much was 
stolen from his grocery stock. A quaa- 
tity of cigars and tobacco are missing. 
No money was taken. Hewitt thinks the 
window was broken while a passing 
train drowned the noise. 

One of the hats dropped by the 
assailants was a black derby, size 6%. 
The other was a soft blue hat, size 
71%. The revolver was a 32-caliber. It 
contained two empty shells and two 
of the others had been snapped but 
had not exploded.

Has No Right to Giye Char- 
‘ters to Private Enterprises, 


St. Louis lawyers who  recéived 
Saturday printed copies of the speech 
delivered by formef Judge Henry 8. 
Priest Thursday night before the 
graduating class of the Benton Coel-' 
lewe of Law, discussed with much in- 


terest the radical. views expressed} 


by Judge Priest relative to corpora- 
tions and anti-trust remedies. 

Judge Priest reiterated the views’ 
he expressed in an exclusive: inter- 
view in the Post-Dispatch two Years 
ago. He deciared ‘that private cor- 
porations should be prohibited, be- 
cause they dull ambition and lessen. 
human sympathy. 

As Judge Priest is’one of the leading 
corporation lawyers of the country, his 
declaration on private corporations -was 
regarded as startling. He is attorney for 
the United Railways and many private 
corporations. He asserted that the State 
has no right to give corporate existence 
te concerns that do.a private busi- 
ness. 


State Gives Without the Right. 
“The State,” sald Judge Priest, ‘has 


freely given what it had no right *te 
give—namely, corporate life—to purely 
private busineers enterprises. Such cor- 
porations can find no justification in 
the authority of the State. This, in 
my judgment, is the cause, the primary 
and responsible cause, of that indus- 
trial condition at which is fruitlessly 
leveled the actual and potential anti- 
trust legislation that fills, and is likely 
to fill, the State and national statutes. 

“You can not correct a wrong condi- 
tion by adding wrong conditionsa—you 
can not eradicate a disease by adding 
new diseases. You must discover the 
primary evil and extirpate it. To create 
private corporations for purely private 
purposes is wrong, becauge there is no 
warrant for it in sound principle of free 
government. It is i ng because of 
the influence it exerts upon the citizen, 
both objectively and subjectively. It 
releases him from personal and financial 
responsibility that ought to attend indi- 
vidual act and effort. He bocomes a 
sympathetic onlooker, instead of an 
earnest actor. 

Perpetuates Predatory Wealth. 

“It dulls ambition. It lessens hu- 
man sympathy. It builds up and en- 
tails estates and perpetrates an ac- 
cumulated power in: an unworthy 
scion. Each individual snould be 
made to feel that his brain and his 
brawn have been a factor In pullding 
up his fortune, won in an “onorable 
and honest rivalry from his compet- 
itors.”’ ‘ 

Judge Priest said that if*congress 
wanted to it could draw the teeth of 
every threatening combination by 
prohibiting any corporation organiz24d 
for the purpose of conducting a pri- 
vate business from engaging in inter- 
state commerce. 

“This would be a benefaction to the 
nation and its people,” he said, “but 
I fear this simple and direct remedy 
would not appeal to political ambi- 
tions. Each natural person inust do 
for himself. The Government must 
be taken out of private business or 
else both will perish.” 

Plea for Personal Liberty. 

Priest criticised statutes zoverning 
one’s personal liberty in rexard to 
drink, domestic relations and hours 
of labor. He said such laws harm 
most those whom they try to help. 

“The State,” he said, “never made, 
and never could make, a man good. 
The grace of God only can co that. 
It can keep him from exerting his 
wicked propensities against others. 
It can secure to him freedom from thé 
unlawful interference of others in the 
enjoyment of his life and liberty and 
in the pursuit of his hapiness, and 
when it has done that it has  per- 
formed its full human mission.”

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LIGHTSHIP SINKS, 
GREW OF 25 LOST 
ON FIRST VOYAGE 


Wreckage of Canadian Vessel, 
Coming From Scotland, Is 
Found Near Halifax. 


By Associated Press. 

HALIFAX, May 23.—The loss of the 
new Canndian lightship Halifax No, 9, 
with all of the 25 men on board, is in- 
dicated by the discovery of wreckage 
and three todies near Liscomb, 100 miles 
east of here today. 

The lightship was on her way to this 
port from Paisley, Scotland, where she 
was built. 

The lightship, which was due here yes- 
terday, is believed to have struck a 
rock while feeling her way through the 
thick fog that has enshrouded the coast 


potion picked up by the steamer Duf- 


ferin, which reported that life belts 
marked ‘Halifax No. 19 were strapped 
about each of the victims. 
Upon receipt of the news of the wreck, 
he ‘Government marine agency here 
made preparations to send out steam- 
ers in search of other bodies. All of 
the victims are bélieved to be Scotch- 
men who were engaged by the builders 
at Paisley to navigate the vessel across 
the Atlantic. 
The lightship sailed a few: days ago 
from St. Johns, N. F., where she had 
stopped for coal.

He Declares Two Directors Dic- 


tated Letter That Brought 
About Indictment. 


Mellen’s Letter Which 
' Led to His Indictment 
in Grand Trunk Deal 


NEW YORK, May 23.—The let- 
ter which Charles 8S. Mellen said 
in his testimony at Washington 
that he had written to the United

the only one connected with the 
New Haven road who has persona! 
knowledge of the facts, I desire 
to be allowed to testify regarding 
this matter before this grand jury. 

“I wish it distinctly understood 
that I waive all claim that I might 

have tc immiunity from criminal 
prosecution on account of my tes- 
tifying concerning this matter be- 
fore the grand jury. 

“IT have to ask of you that my 
request, as embodied in this letter, 
be laid before the grand jury for 
-its action thereon.”

BECKER CONVICTED 
0 BE SENTENCED 
~~ TODEATH FRIDAY 


Former Police Lieutenant, Sent 
Back to Tombs, Bases Hope 
for Life on an Appeal. 


JURY OUT FOUR HOURS 


Wife Collapses When She Hears 
of Verdict; Rosenthal’s Widow 
Sorry for Her. 


NEW YORK, May 2.—For the second 
time Charles E. Becker, former police 
lieutenant, occupies a cell in the Tombs 
prison, the convicted murderer of Her- 
man Rosenthal, gambler, for the actual 
killing of whom four gunmen paid the 
penalty in the electric chair a little more 
than a month ago. 

Today, as on Oct. 25, 1912, the day of 
his first conviction for the muraer ot 
Rosenthal, Becker's oniy nope to es- 
cape the fate of the gunmen lay in the 
success of an appeal from the verdict 
which automatically carr’ 3 with it the 
death penalty. He will be sentenced 
next Friday, and soon thereafter he will 
be returned to the death house at Sing 
Sing prison, which he left last Febru- 
ary on the order of the Court of Ap- 
peals that he be given a new trial. 

An appeal by Becker’s counsel which 
is certain to be made, will act as a stay 
of execution, giving Becker more than 
a year to live, and with it the hope of 
another reversal of the judgment of 
the trial court. 

Verdict a Shock to the Defense. 

The verdict of guilty, returned after 
the jury had been out four hours and 
five minutes, came as @ shock to Beck- 
er. his wife and his lawyers. 

The jury could nave spared the lite 
of Becker. Under the instructions of 
Justice Samuel Seabury, the jurors had 
the choice of three degrees of murder, 
two of which would have meant im- 
prisonment. But this jury, like two 
juries before it, the first Becker jury 


tand the 12 men who convicted the four 


gunmen, believed that Jack Rose, chief 
of the Becker accusers, told the truth 
when he unfolded on the witness stand 
the plot for the murder of Rosenthal 
by the gunmen at the instigation of 
Becker. 

Martin T. Manton, chief of the Becker 
lawyers, announced that his appeal will 
be based on the admission of the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Lillian Feosenberg, widow 
of “Lefty Louie,” the gunman; the rui- 
ing of the Court in refusing to hear 
before the jury the argument on the ad- 
missibility of the confession alleged to 
have been ma@e by “‘Dago Frank” Ci- 
rofici, and on the Justice’s charge to 
the jury to which he took exception in 
court. 

Becker Sorry for Himself. 

Becker refused to discuss the verdict. 
To a newspaper reporter the condemned 
man replied to an expression of sorrow 
that “I feel sorry for myself.”’ 

Mrs. Becker. collapsed when told by 
her brother that ‘Charlie has gone 
back to the Tombs.” . 

Mrs. Herman Rosenthal, widow of the 
man for whose murder four men have 
already paid the penalty, and for which 
Becker stands convicted, said the ver- 
dict was a just one. She expressed sor- 
row for Mrs. Becker, whose loyalty to 
her husband, she said, had won her 


admiration.

FORMER AERO CLUB 
HEAD, DIES AT 68 


‘Retired Business Man, Who Led 


a Life of Useful Leisure, 
Succumbs at His Home. 


Lewis D. Dozier, a director of the Na- 
tional Biscuit Co. and the Mercantile 
Trust Co., and former president of the 
Aero Club of St. Louis, died of harden- 
ing. of the arteries at his home, 19 
Westmoreland place, at 2:3 a. m., Sat- 
urday. He was 68 years old, we 

Dozier had been in failing health for 
hearly three years and for several days 
it had been known there was no hope 
for his recovery. With him when he died 
were his son, L. D. Dozier Jr., his 
daughter, Miss Eleanor Dodger; his sis- 
ter, Rowena Mason of 489% Lindell 
boulevard, and his sister-in-law, Miss 
Annie E. Lewis. 

A sister, Mrs. Joseph Stone of Colum- 
bia, Mo., was the only member of the 
family absent. She has been seriously 
ill at her home for several weeks. 

Funeral arrangements will be an- 
nounced later in the day. 

Generally Known as “Bud.” 

“Bud” Dozier, as he was genially 
known to thousands of St. Louisans, 
was born in St. Charles, Aug. 25, 1846, 
and was reared in St. Louis His 
father, Capt. James Dozier, had been a 
partner in the baking firm of Garneau 
& Dozier, and he succeeded to this 
interest. After this firm was dissolved, 
in 1872, he became president of a new 
corporation, the Dozier-Weyl Cracker 
Co. In 1888 he bought out his partner, 
and for two years he ran the business 
as the Dozier Cracker Co. Then came 
the merger into the American Biscuit 
and Manufacturing Co., followéd in 1898 
by the final absorption into the National 
Biscuit Co. He became a director of 
the National Biscuit Co. 

So long as he was in business for 
himself, Dozier was a very busy man. 
After the absorption of his establish- 
ment by the large corporation, relieving 
him of the active duties of management, 
he adapted himself to a life of useful 
ieisure. He had an office in the Security 
Building, where he kept in touch with 
business matters, but in recent years 
he spent much time in travel, 

World’s Fair Worker. 

He wag one of the leading workers 
for the World’s Fair of 1904, being one 
of 18 members of the executive com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors. He 
accompanied David R. Francis, presi- 
dent of the exposition, on Francis’ tour 
of European capitals for the purpose 
of interesting rulers in the fair. Dur- 
ing the exposttion season, he was ac- 
tive in matters of entertainment. 

But it was the ballooning and avia- 
tion interest of 1907-1910. which he did 
much to creatd that made *“‘Bud” Do- 
zier’'s name a household word in St. 
Louis. Dozier became first president of 
the Aero Club of St. Louis, and was in 
charge of local arrangements for the 
international balloon race which started 
from St. Louis in the first week of 
November, 1907, This very successful] 
event aroused great interest in balloon- 
ing, and many g@scensions were made, 
but Dozier postponed his own initial 
flight from time to time, until his 
friends and the public came to believe 
he would always remain the “flightless 
aeronaut.”’ 

The pleasantries in this connection, 
which were many, Dozier took with un- 
ruffled good nature. He bade his friends 
wait, and in the Kinloch Field aviation 
meet of 1910 he astonished a crowd of 
several thousand by going up, not in a 
balloon, but in an aeroplane, piloted by 
Arch Hoxsey.

It is, therefore, with no inconsiderable 
pleasure that many readers will welcome 
the appearance of two volumes of es- 
Says by Joseph 8. Auerbach. There is 
even temptation to say that if a repalis- 
Sance of the dignified essay is upon 
us, {t could have no more desirable 
harbinger than Mr. Auerbach’s work. 
The collection unquestionably is in 
keeping with the best traditions of its 
kind, and affords such genuine mental 
exhilaration that it will be indeed sur- 
prising if it does not arouse a wide- 
srread zeal of emulation. 

Mr. Auerbach is a New York attorney 
of high standing. Joseph H. Choate 
has written a foreword for the publica- 
tion, in which he commends the essays 
to the American public, both for their 
substance and for their finished style. 
While Mr. Choate’s introduction might 
win from the casual reader a hearing 
for the work that it would not otherwise 
get, it does not require even his illus- 
trious sponsorship to insure the ab- 
sorbed attention of one who has taken 
the first draught of Mr. Auerbach’s re- 
freshing prose. For whether he is indit- 
ing an appreciation of the King James 
Bible, or orfticising a new book, or find- 
ing flaws in certain journalistic extrav- 
agances, or contributing to political pole- 
mics, or annihilating a narrow-gauge 
rhetorician, he is always clear, persua- 
Sive, tolerant, temperate. The combina- 
tion of the judicial temperament with 
mastery of the subtleties of expression 
is always a happy one, but when, as in 
Mr, Auerbach’s case, it has the added 
power of great erudition, it is bound to 
be irresistible. 

Of the 16 essays in the two volumes, 
three stand out with such prominence 
that they alone would suffice to secure 
the writer’s literary reputation. One of 
them is on Matthew Arnold, one is 
called “Literature and the Practical 
World,” and the third is “The Bible and 
Modern Life.” Of the first it is suf- 
ficient to say that it is predestined to 
a warm welcome into the cloisters of 
true literary folk, and to repeat what 
Choate says of it: “His essay on Mat- 
thew Arnold, to whom he looks go earn- 
estly for light and leading, shows a 
deep and intimate knowledge of that 
great author’s wonderful works, of 
which he must have been a constaht 
reader and lover.”’ 

The essay on the Bible betrays an in- 
timacy with that group of writings that 
is nothing short of amazing. He does 
not think of the Bible as the infallible 
record of divine revelations, but as a 
greater possession in all its essential 
particulars than when it was regarded 
as an infallible book. In it he finds the 
fountain head of all that is best in the 
world’s literature, its poetry, its trag- 
edy, its drama, its philosophy. He has 
culled the richest gems of English poetry 
and, setting them side by side with 
Biblical poetry, has striven to show how 
their brilliance is lost in the greater ef- 
fulgence. However one may agree or 
fail to agree with his conclusions, the 
essayist’s fairness in the selection of his 
illustrations cannot be disputed. And 
while no one is empowered to say arbi- 
trarily of two fine things, ‘‘this is bet- 
ter than that,” it would be a reckless 
controversialist indeed who would be 
willing to question the excellence of Mr. 
Auerbach’s judgment. With theology

OUR TROUBLESOME CITIZENS. 

Come what may, 1000 United States citizens 
will remain of their own accord in Mexico City. 
Every opportunity, facility and protection have 
been afforded them to leave the trouble spot, but 
their own necessities or inclination detain them, 
at the risk of their lives and property. 

They remain fully apprised that the United 
States cannot guarantee their lives or property. 
They remain under the indirect protection of 
foreign consulates. The most that the United 
States can do, physically, is to demand and en- 
force reparation for injuries to them afterwards— 
if the expected trouble comes. 

This the United States will unhesitatingly do, 
for the dignity of the nation and that respect 
which the world must yield to American citizen- 
ship wheresoever. But it is regrettable’ that 
American citizens should deliberately court 
trouble for themselves, and their country, in such 
circumstances. They recall certain other danger 


can geus citizens which Thomas Jefferson described: 


Every society has a right to fix the fun- 
damental principles of its association, and 
to say to all individuals, that, if they contem- 
plate pursuits beyond the limits of these 
principles, and involving dangers which the 
society choose to avoid, they must go some- 
where else for their exercise; that ve want 
no citizens, and still less ephemeral an) 
pseudo-citizens, on such terms, We may ex- 
clude them from our territory, as we do per- 
sons infected with disease. We have most 
abundant resources of happiness within our- 
selves, which we may enjoy in peace and 
safety without permitting a few citizens, in- 
fected with the mania of rambling and gam- 
bling, to bring danger on the great inass en- 
gaged in innocent and safe pursuits it nome. 
Undoubtedly there is equity and fairness in 
this view, though not international policy. We 
shall, if necessary, punish wanton injuries to 
American citizens in Mexico City for the sake of 
the whole and the safety of the American citizen 
in every part of the world.

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THE AMERICAN DOWNFALL IN GOLF.

CARD-INDEXING THE TEACHERS. 

How would Superintendent Blewett like to have 
the teachers turn around and card-index him?

Doesn’t he know that private 
census-taking is an intrusion and trespass on the 
rights of the citizen? Doesn’t he know that 
tyranny, especially when it invades privacy, is 
abhorrent to the spirit of our institutions? 
Doesn’t he know that offtciousness which ex- 
ceeds official authority is quite as presumptuous 
and intolerable in a public servant as it would 
be in a private individual? 

If he doesn’t know these axiomatic American 
truths, isn’t there considerable rvom for im- 
provement in his own culture and proficiency? 
And woiulldn’t it be well for him to spend his 
vacation studying American history? ‘

WAR OF THE KIPLING REBELLION. 

With the passage of the home rule bill and the 
overriding of the upper house’s suspensory veto 
set for the last of May, Mr. Kipling issued in pro- 
test one of the most venomous verbal attacks in 
which he ever combined the elements of the En- 
glish language. Confronting rebellion by Ulster 
and rebellion in still more hideous form by Kip- 
ling, the dismayed Government faltered. Then 
the London Chronicle took up the dragon-fighting 
role of St. George. 

Its preparatory remark was to the effect that the 
load laid on a man of genius when he becomes, 
like Tolstoi, as a little child, can but dimly be 
appreciated by others. But it added that “the 
spectacle must touch the most spiritual of chords 
of our nature when, like Kipling,-he becomes as 
a little guttersnipe.” 

Civil war takes on its most ghastly aspect in 
these inhumanities.

HOW RIGHT IS PREVAILING. 

The “Progressive Exponent’ is entered in the 
postoffice as second-class matter.

Although right will ultimately prevail of its 
own vigor the remoteness of the ultimate is some- 
times governed by sordid conditions. 
Adventitious aids are a great help even to the 
right. A Bull Moose must be fed on the same 
provender that makes the mare go, or die of 
starvation like the local elephant whose under- 
takers are still holding the bag. We should 
grieve to see the emaciated carcass of the Bull 
Moose hocked to the taxidermists. 
The Moose polled 124,371 very respectable votes 
in Missouri at the last presidential election— 
which was a bit more than the Democratic plural- 
ity. Thus it should be of interest to Democrats 
to assist the right to continue to prevail, even to 
the extent of paying up Progressive club dues 
in Missouri, if need be. 

It cannot be denied that the right has been 
prevailing elsewhere in recent elections.

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AN AMERICAN EXILE. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

Thomas Spencer Jerome, who died on 
April 12, at Capri, in his early 50's, was a 
fine representative of a type rare among 
us, the private, unattached scholar. For 
many years he had pursued exhaustive 
studies of the Roman Empire. Recently 
his lectures before the American Acad- 
emy at Rome and the Historical Society 
at London had gained him a long-due 
recognition among his colleagues and 
had aroused high expectation of the 
great work he was not to live to com- 
plete. 

Jerome was of pioneer Michigan stock. 


} His father, David Hewell Jerome, made 


e fortune in mining and railway build- 
ing, becoming eventually Governor of 
Michigan. The son was graduated from 
the literary department of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan in 1884, studied in the 
Law School for a year, and tovuk his 
master of arts at Harvard in 1887. For 
a time he gave himself to the practice of 
the law at Detroit, but his scholarly pre- 
dilections seon became overmastering. 
Freed from the usual task of money- 
making, he decided to move to the scene 
of his favorite studies. With his friend, 
Charles W. Freer, the well-known con- 
noisseur, he bought the delightful Villa 
Castello on the heights of Capri, as- 
sumed the quite honorary function of 
consular agent, continued the building 
up of a remarkable historical library, 
and began the excerpting of a truly 
formidable mass of notes, Though a de- 
lightful host and stimulating companion 
with his intellectual peers, his life was 
very much that of a recluse. Inordinate 
plication to his studies unquestionably 
shortened his years. 

The marking feature of his history 
was to have been, first, a radical critique 
of the Latin historians: second, a fuller 
use of nonliterary sources, epigraphic 
especially, than had ever been undertak- 
en; finally, a reinterpretation of the 
crude data in the light of modern 
science and psychology. A characteris- 
tic comment on the famous dictum Lati- 
fundia destroyed Italy was “Rear ma- 
laria.”’ Te his task of reinterpretation 
he brought a keen and robust intelli- 
gence, good humor and common sense.
